SUMMER CAREER EXPLORATION PROJECT 


A. 10 college students have been hired and a one week intensive 
training has been provided. 100 high school students are 
being screened and placed.

RFP's for Year Round Program for career ed., and cooperative 
ed. (employment) placements in the private sector. SPIRA 
will be asked to apply for program to start November, 1985. 


It is expected that it will consist of 50 students from one 
school and placed in a private sector (i.e. Edison High 
School); and 50 students from other schools(i.e. eligible 
ASPIRANTES from all other clubs).
